It is said that the telegraph operators 
of New York avd Brooklyn are ar 
ranging for a strike and have organ- 
ized a secret association under the 
presidency of Mr. Campbell, who is 
the grand chief operator of the Con- 
solidated Telegraphers’ Protective As- 
sociation. The telegraph business is 
good and there are few operators out 
ofemployment. They are paid from 
$25 to $95 a month, and they claim 
that it is not enough, nor are they 
graded justly. The operators claim 
that some men are worth twice as 
much as others, and that there should 
be a fixed gradation of wages. The 
hours for operators are seven for night 
men and nine for day men. The oper- 
ators of Denver, Col., (which is the 
repeating office for New Mexico, Colo- 

rado anda part of Arizona,) are on a 
strike. The Protective Association is 
the telegraphic branch of the Knights 
of Labor organization, and is a very 
strong body - including many of the 
best operators. 


A recent medical writer, who is also 
something of a philosopher, asserts

Trouble With Negroes, 
Mogirx, August 21. 
In Choctaw cuunty, Alabama, on 


disclosiag a well - organized plot among 
the negroes to kill the entire white 
population of that county, was found 
near one of their renden vous by two 
gentlemen, who laid the matter before 
the Soticitor. On the 16th a quiet 
meeting of the citizens of Mount Ster- 
ling and Butler was called at Butler 
to consider the best mode of suppress- 
ing the intended outbreak and massa- 
cre. After a discussion it was deter- 
mined that the ringleaders, Jack Tur- 
ner, F. D. Barney, Aaron Scott, Jesse 
Wilson, Peter Hill, Willis Lyman and 
Rouge West, to whom had been as- 
signed the duties of leading the re- 
spective squads to Butler, M »unt Ster- 
ling, Desotoville and other places, 
should be arrested and lodged in jail. 
Their arrest was affected on the 17th 
instant, without disturbance or blood- 
shed. The same day a mass meeting 
of citizens of ali classes’ was called 
for Saturday, to decide the fate of the 
prisoners. The plot has been in ex- 
istence since 1878, and the conspira- 
tors now number 400. They have 
powder, shot and guns, and think 
themselves sutiic‘entiy strong to ac- 
complish their fieodish design. Sun- 
day night, September 17, had been 
appointed for its consummation. The 
papers further showed that this day 
was selected because the white people 
would then be at & camp mecting, un- 
armed, and could offer no resistance. 
The meeting called for Saturday 
brought together about 700 men, 
among whom were about 150 negroes, 
who, after hearing the papers read, 
unanimeusly decided that Jacob Tur- 
ner was a turbulent and dangerous 
character, a regular fire-brand in the 
community, and that the public good 
demanded his death. He was accord- 
ingly hanged at 1:15 the same after- 
noun in the presence of the assembled 
multitade. The crowd theo dispersed 
and all signs of the disturbance 
ceased. Everything was quiet on 
Saturday night. The other prisoners 
are still in jail to await further de- 
velopments. 


A Fiendish Triple Murder. 
CHIO, August 22. 

A Mount Pulaski, IIIs., special 
says: McMahone, the farmer, who, 
with his hired men, fell victims to as- 
sass ins near here, was owner of a 
splendid farm, where he dwelt in a 
quiet, retired way, as becomes men of 
forty, and had accumulated a large 
fortune. He was a bachelor and did 
his owu house-keeping, John Garlock. 
aged 18, and Bob Matheny, aged 20, 
being the only other men about the 
place. Both were quiet and industri- 
ous, and, like McMahbone, much es- 
teemed. They were last seen on 
Thursday week, stacking wheat. The 
neighbors, observing their absence, 
searched for them Saturday and Sun- 
day, and finally found all their bodies, 
festering and offensively odorous, in 
the rank weeds about the house. Me- 
Mahone’s throat was cut from ear to 
ear, and the head almost severed from 
the body, the gash extending clear 
dewn to the spinal column. There 
was no shape to the battered head, 
about which a cloth had been tied. 
The bodies f Carlock and Matheny 
were covered with clotted gore; their 
throats were cut as their master’s had 
been, and their limbs were bound se- 
curely with twine taken from a reap- 
ing machine, They had been gagged 
and blindfolded with cloths. Every- 
thing pointed to the most fiendish de- 
liberation. The house was ransacked, 
two thousand dollars in money taken 
and the household goods broken. The 
Coroner’s jury decided that the mur - 
der was committed by unknown per- 
sone, but the whole country is ablaze 
and lynching will be inevitable if the 
murderers can be found. Suspicion 
rests on a man who worked for the 
farmer some months ago, who was 
seen on the farm Thursday.

A Shaky Corn Field. 

In Colorado is a 10-acre,feld which 
is simply a subterranean lake covered 
with soil about eighteen inches deep. 
On the soil is cultivated a field of corn 
which produces 30 bushels to the acre. 
If anyone will take the trouble to dig 


a hole the depth of a spade handle, he 
will find that it will fill up with water, 
and by using a hook and line, fish five 
or six inches long may be caught. 
The fish have neither scales nor eyes, 
and are perch like in shape. The 
ground is black avd marlin nature, 
and in all probability was at one time 
an oven body of water, on which accu- 
mulated vegetable matter, which has 
been increased from time to time, until 
now it is a crust sufficiently strong and 
rich to produce fine corn, although it 
has to be cultivated by hand, as it is 
not strong enough to bear the weight 
of a horse.
